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“fore Repair Work Expected! HUPP ADDS 10 


This Spring in 


Joplin, Mo., Feb. 9. — Varying 
opinions are held by parts dealers, 
managers of repair departments of 
motor car agencies and garage own- 
ers in this district regarding the at- 
titude of the present owners of mo- 
tor cars toward reparing their ma- 
chines. 

The best indication of the trend 
in this district is found in the re- 
port from W. D. Myers, president 
of- the Tri-State Supply Company, 
district distributor of automotive 
equipment and parts. 

“Our parts business has increased 
10 per cent. since January 1, indi- 
cating, we believe, an upturn in the 
automobile repair business.” 

Myers said the contacts of his 
salesmen with garage mechanics 
and repair men have led him to 
believe that many people are plin- 
ning to have their cars repaired to 
continue driving them. However, 
the fact that most of the repairs 
being made are not the expensive, 
complete overhauling jobs, but rath- 
er the smail repairs which necessa- 
rily must be made to keep the ve- 
hicle moving, would tend to indicate 
that the plan to continue driving 
the old machine is only a temporary 
thing. 

“With a good percentage of in- 
crease in our parts business already 
this year, we are feeling very grati- 
fied and encouraged over the pros- 
pects for 1932. When we consider 
that our January business usually 
runs far less than the December 
business, we have good reasons for 
cheering at the change in records. 

“People are spending the available 
dollars they have for car repairs. 
We are sure of that, because our 
parts sales give us proof. Virtually 
every line of automotive parts is| 
being moved, and we are finding the 
sales satisfactory.’ 

Myers, who is district director for 
the state motor vehicle registration 
department, reported that Jasper | 
eounty and the surrounding terri- | 
wiy, unlike some other sections of 
the country, showed no decreases in 
motor car registration during 1931. 
Many sections of the country showed 
a downward trend in the number of 
registered vehicles, he said, indicat- 
ing that many families, as a result 
of the economic stress, were assign- 
ing their motor cars to garages tem- 
porarily, as luxuries which they 
could not afford. In this district 
there were approximately the same 
number of licenses sold in 1931 asin 
1930. 

Myers predicted a general im- 
provement in parts business in the 
next few months. Many motorists 
deferred their repair work last year, 
according to reports of sales repre- 
sentatives, and this spring is bound 
to find those machines in need of 
new parts and new equipment if 
they are to be kept running. Few 
people are going to do without their 
cars for a long period, so business 
in the parts field is bound to turn 
for the better. 

A factor which has improved parts 
business for wholesalers in the last 
two or three years is the tendency 
on the part of motor car dealers 
to repair the used cars they receive 
in trades before they attempt to sell 
them, Myers said. 

Until a few years ago, dealers 
sought to pass on the old machines 
without repairs. They soon found 
that the public would not accept 
“junks,” that they must put the cars 
in condition if they were to get their 
money out of them. Used car com- 
petition became too keen to attempt 
to pass off vehicles whose mechan- 
ical operation was uncertain. Their 
business in new cars also began to 
be effected if they were careless in 
turning “wrecks,” which broke down

soon after their sale. This turn in 
conditions has opened a new field 
for the wholesale parts concern, 
which must supply the various pieces 
of equipment when dealers in cer- 
tain lines of cars trade for machines 
of another make, which their parts 
departments are not equipped to re- 
pair, Myers explained. 

Improvement in business in the 
repair and parts departments of 
nearly all the local automobile deal- 
erships was reported. Most of the 
repair men are of the belief that 
motor car owners are having only 
temporary repairs made in the hope 
that they may trade for new ma- 
chines in the next few months. 
Dealers agree with this opinion be- 
cause of indications received at 
their initial showings of 1932 models 
of motor vehicles. 

Less optimistic dealers expressed 
the conviction that many owners 
are going to continue driving their 
old cars without repairs, making 
them last just as long as possible. 
But this opinion is held by only a 
few. 

Pickup in repair business was re- 
ported by the Farmer Auto Sales 
and Service Company, Hudson deal- 
er; Browning-Reo Company, Sim- 
ons-Wiles Motor Company, Buick

N a recent story telling of how one of the great commercial 
organizations of this country had organized its entire 
personnel into a vast selling organization, the following 


rather gloating statement appeared: 
“They are paid no commissions, they get no bonuses, 


but those 350,000 employees in the first ten months of 1931 
have added $34,000,000 to the yearly revenue of the com- 


pany for which they work.” 

We do not know whether the writer was strictly accu- 

rate in his description of the company’s noble endeavor to 

, get something for nothing. We wonder whether the thought 

. ever occurred to the officials of trying ta see how offective 

the entire personnel could be as saiesmen if they actually 

were offered some coiimissions or some bonuses. This idea 

of getting up some system of meaningless “honors” in re- 

+ lot of free labor has always seemed to us a rather 

foxy Yankee trick, which only the gullibility of human nature 
permitted any organization to put over. 

When we see a picture of some tried and true employee, 
who has served a company for twenty-five or fifty years, 
standing between the president and the first vice-president, 
while another official fastens a service pin on his lapel, we 
are always seized with a desire to yawn. We also wonder 
whether the company, in addition to the pin, is giving the 
said tried and true employee a retiring pension or a raise in 
wages, as a mark of its appreciation. Companies have done 
these things, but too often they content themselves with 
badges. 

Sometime a group of employees might try the experi- 
ment of giving a pin to the executive who has raised wages 
oftener and faster than any other in the company’s employ. 
They might try it and find out how it works. 


The Reconstruction Corp. 


JN the generally gray skies of the present economic situa- 
tion there is one beam of light, and that is the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation. Stripped of technicality, 
this organization, with its $2,000,000,000 of capital, is de- 
signed to relieve credit of the pressure which prevented its 
functioning with any degree of flexibility. With Gen. Charles 
G. Dawes, Eugene Meyer, governor of the Federal Reserve, 
and Ogden Mills, undersecretary of the Treasury, adminis- 
tering the affairs of the corporation, we can be assured 
of courageous action when it is needed. 
As an indication of how the corporation will function, 
we have the statement of Gen. Atterbury of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, that his company will ask for a loan with which 
to finance construction. Such loans will go directly into the 
purchase of materials and the employment of labor. 

Most of us have not understood the extent to which 
withdrawal of credit contributed to start the depression and 
has contributed to its continuance. During the boom days 
of 1928 and 1929 great numbers of companies set surplus 
funds into the financial centers to be put out on call loan 
at the high rates then prevailing. At the first sign of 
trouble, these companies hastily called their loans and put 
their money back in their own coffers. Credit never has 
gotten back on a normal basis since. The $2,000,000,000 con- 
trolled by the Reconstruction Corporation may serve to turn 
the tide in this respect. 

Get the financial system of the country back on a basis 
that will inspire confidence instead of fear, and we shall 
actually be on the upward track. How can people gain 
confidence when every day brings tales of banks being 
closed, even though such closings are due to frozen assets 
or other abnormal conditions, and eventual payment of all 
obligations are forecast? 

All we need is real confidence, and perhaps the Recon- 
struction Corporation will be able to restore that vital quality 
to our national life,

There was a pause during the 
week just long enough to digest the 
figures covering Cook County regis- 
trations for the month up to Janu- 
ary 25.

But 
the argument usually is presented to 
the dealer by the prospect with less 
gusto and assurance than in past 
years, due, it is contended, to the 
fact that the prospect realizes he is 
getting a fair allowance for his old 
car considering the marvelous im- 
provements and low prices combined 
in the new. 

Consequently, in the end, it is 
simpler on the average than former- 
ly to show the prospect that despite 
what he claims is a low allowance, 
he is not paying any greater differ- 
ential for the new automobile than 
he fairly should, and is in reality 
paying less, everything considered, 
than wa sthe case in previous years. 

The situation in this regard is in- 
terpreted by dealers here as another 
indication of the profound impres- 
sion that has been made by the 1932 
models upon those of the buying 
public who have seen them. These 
cars have indirectly aided dealers in 
beating down a considerable amount 
of resistance in the matter of used 
car trade-ins, placing them in a bet- 
ter position than ever to sell new car 
values rather than be sold on the 
old car.

The Riehle Brothers’ Testing Ma- 
chine Company, Philadelphia, Pa., 
is now handling in this country the 
Spekker Steeloscope, made by Adam 
Hilger, London, England. This 
device is designed to estimate 
quickly the metallic elements of 


steel. It is used for the rapid sort- 
ing and checking of steel samples 
or stock. It is also used in inspec- 
tion work. 

The steeloscope has a single ad- 
justment, examination of the vari- 
ous metals being made through an 
eyepiece, which is moved to definite 
positions, labeled with engraved 
chemical symbols. At each separate 
position the operator sees the dis- 
| tinctive spectrum lines of the alloy 
or metal inscribed at that location. 

The instrument comprises two 
tubes joined by a metal body. The 
left hand tube has a glass window, 
directed at the sample under exam- 
ination. Immediately behind the 
| glass window is a slit through which 
ithe light from the sample passes 
| into the steeloscope and is there 
|spread out into its constituent 
radiations. The body contains the 
prisms producing the spectrum. An 
iron bar not containing the element 
sought is placed in contact with the 
sample and is then separated slightly 
to strike the arc, which is supplied 
by direct current. When the slide 
on the right-hand arm is set to the 
element sought, if that element is 
present, spectrum lines will be seen 
when looking through the eyepiece. 
Maps of spectrums are supplied with 
the steeloscope, and by comn?r-«s 
the number of snects um tines found 
lin the sample, the percentage of the 
element in the sample may be esti- 
mated.
